EXTERMINATION OF 


THE GROW IN SIGHT 


- L M. Nash is of the opinion that 
thbhhuntcrs of Grand Rapids should 
organize a. crow club and R;O after the 
crows in, this vicinity And either ex- 
terminate them or else make it so 
hot for them that they will move to 
quarters where they will be treated 
w-ith more respect. 
The crow is charged with many 


misdemeanors. He follows the farm- 
er around and eats his seed corn. 
What he does not get at planting 
time he will pull up after 
it 
has 


sprouted and eat the grain off the 
bottom of the sprout. He robs birds 
nests of all' kinds, eating the .eggs if 
he finds them early enough and-the 
ybung birds if he does not get there 
in time for the eggs. He also steals 
young chickens from the farmers 
yard and makes himself generally 
obnoxious. He also comes right into 
the city and robs the birds nests, 
coming and going so quietly that no- 
body suspects his presence unless h.3 
is seen leaving the place. 
He also 


robs the nests of the prairie chickens 
andr partridges. 
These are just a 


few of the mean 
things 
that are 


charged up against him, and while he 
may have some virtues,, they are not 
prominent enough to offset the many 
bad things that 
are 
charged 
up 


against him. 
Years ago the crow was numbered 


among the benefactors of mankind, 
many farmers claiming that the little 
con/ they ate was in ore than com- 
pensated for by the large amount of 
worms and bugs that they devoured 
during the summer season. Whether 
this is true or not, cannot be stated, 
but it is a fact that the bird has been 
adjudged a nuisance and a price has 
been set on his head and every man's 
hand has been turned against him. 


Mr. Nash's idea is to organize the 


hunters of Grand Rapids and vicinity 
into a crow club, and to huoit the 
birds systematically. 
Incidentally, 


the members of the club will have 
some sport in the work and at the 
same time reduce the cost of high 
living by the scalps they bring in at. 
night. Of course the crow is rather 
a wily bird, and where he is hunted 
to any extent he is as hard to ap- 
proach as a deer, the one advantage 
for the hunter being that the crow 
can generally be seen a greater dis- 
tance and makes more noise, but he 
is a smaller object to shoot at and 
has generally to be killed with a 
shotgun, which shortens the range 
very materially. 
The one objection that has been 


put up against the plan is that some 
of our sportsmen who are a trifle 
color blind, might, wbUe trailing a- 
crow, flush a prairie chicken or part- 
ridge, and before they had discovered 
(he difference, shoot the game bird, 
thinking it was a crow. 
Any pro- 


ceeding of this )-'nd would subject 
the crow hunter tv. ' fine or imprison- 
ment, and, if discc ered, cause him 
much 
embarrassment 
among -his 


friends here in 
town 
for 
several 


weeks after the event. Of course, it 
is not supposed that any hunter 
would make such a mistake wilfully. 


If the club is organized it is prob- 


able that some sort of prize will be 
offered to the one who brings in the 
greatest number of scalps, with pos- 
sibly teams organized for competi- 
tion.

thru it is probable that crow hounds 
will be in great demand and anybody 
hn.ving a dog of this brand is re-

Wilson, by executive order on Monday 
created the new export council, better 
known, as the embargo board. It will 
have complete authority to declare 
embargoes on exports from this coun- 
try and Is expected to prove a most 
powerful weapon In dealing with the 
neutral nations that-are known to have 
been engaged in supplying Germany 
with foodstuffs uud materials for the 
manufacture of munitions. 


Under the president's order, the new 


coiincll is made up of a representative 
of the commerce, agricultural and state 
departments and of the food adminis- 
tration. The placing of an embargo by 
this newly created organization will 
make it Impossible for neutrals to ex- 
port grout quantities of foodstuffs and 
other 
supplies from 
this country. 


Through this powerful weapon 
the 


United States will be able to follow the 
exports form this country all the way 
to the ultimate consumer. 


The new council will have under Its 


direction a staff of 200 employees to 
carry ou the actual work of licensing 
exports. This staff will be under the 
direction of Dr. E. B. Pratt, chief of 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce of the department of com- 
merce. Doctor Pratt, it Is understod, 
will be appointed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield to be representative^of 
his department on the council. The 
work of licensing exports is expected 
to be under way within 24 hours. 


Meanwhile the rush to g"ct exports 


cleared before licenses are demanded 
continues.

It is interesting to know that Ger- 


many is the first of the belligerent* 
to put a restriction on the amount of 
wearing apparel for each person. Tho 
imperial clothing office has fixed the 
•amount of garments that each man 
or woman, may buy or possess during 
the year. This office also limits tho 
amount of material which may bo-used 
in the making of a gown or a suit 
No one may purchase a yard of ma- 
terial or a single garment without a 
special permit. 


It is also interesting to know what 


Imperial Germany thinks is sufficient 
In the way of clothing for one wom- 
an—two everyday frocks, one Sun- 
day frock, one separate skirt, ^two 
blouses, one coat or cape, one shawl, 
one dressing gown, three aprons, ono 
pair of gloves, a half dozen handker- 
chiefs, four chemises, three night- 
gowns, three combinations or bloom- 
ers, three petticoats and four pairs of 
stockings.

STATE HAS MANY NEW 


HKALTH LAWS IN FORCE 


The legislature has enacted a score 


of measures for the promotion of the 
public health. The state heailth au- 
thorities are convinced these 
new. 


laws will assist state and-local offi- 
cials materially In safeguarding tho 
rights and extending the health pro- 
tection of the public. 
Those laws include tho following: 
Authorizing towns, villages 
and 


cities to employ a fuilil-time health 
officer, to be paid jointly by such 
communities. 
Requiring the physician and mid- 


wife to notify the state board of 
health of deformities 
in now-born 


children, such reports to bo treated 
confidentially; and providing for the 
commitment of such children where, 
necessary. • 
Defining "restaurant" under the 


hotel and restaurant sanitation law 
to mean places where meals or 
lunches are served. 


Empowering the state 
board o£ 


health-to promulgate rules for'the 
construction and operation of render- 
Ing plants, to have the force of law. 


Providing that health certificates 


for marriage must bo isisued by physi- 
cians licensed in tho state where tho 
applicant resides. 
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Fourth of July was passed here

After the first hysteria of war econ- 


omy was over, women saw Its foolish- 
ness In regard to apparel.' A few facts 
sudlced to give them a different atti- 
tude. 


When several dozen seamstresses 


had their engagements canceled for 
the spring season and were ut their 
wits' end to know how to pay tho 
rent and got food, the women who en- 
gaged these seamstresses to como to 
their houses each season, quickly saw 
Hint It wns bolter to pny wages thnn 
to give lo charity. 


When hundreds 
of gowns wore 


thrown buck on dressmakers' hands, 
on the plea thnt tlioro would be no 
money to pny for such extravagance, 
nnd the dressmakers were compelled 
lo hold sweeping sales thnt under- 
valued whatever clothes the rich wom- 
en had already bought, n new Idea 
concerning economy was born in the 
brains of wealthy women. 


The second movement on tho pnrl 


of ifmssos ot women wns then direct- 
ed townrd providing money for thoso 
who worked, nnd at the samo time 
eliminating the appearance of wnstt 
and extravagance. 


The sane Idea worked well in boll 


directions; It kept tho workers em 
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FLOWERED LINING FOR COATS 


ployed nnd gave them sufficient money 
on which to live; nnd It did not of- 
fend (lie public. No one wants to np- 
pcnr frivolous or unthinking In a crlstn 
like this. When women are dressed In 
gold or silver, in Jeweled trapping* 
find In precious gcma, that vast pub- 
lic that is thinking only of how to 
live nnd how to snorlflcc, might bcglq 
to murmur those terrible sentences oK 
the French people In the revolution. 


It Is the appearance of cxtravni 


gance, therefore, that women should 
avoid in these times of stress. Let 
them spend ns liberally for apparel 
'as they can afford, but let all women 
follow the lead of the wealthy nnd 
conservative set nnd see to It that tholf 
clothes reflect this great hour In dig* 
nlty, seriousness and simplicity. 


It is Interesting to know that Ger- 


many is the first of tho belligerent! 
to put a restriction on the amount of 
wearing apparel for each person. Tho 
Imperial clothing office has fixed tho 
•amount of garments that each man 
or woman may buy or possess during 
the year. This ofTlco also limits tho 
amount of material which may bo used 
In the making of a gown or a suit. 
No one may purchase a yard of ma- 
terial or a single garment without a 
special permit. 


It Is also Interesting to know what 


Imperial Germany thinks Is sufficient 
In the way of clothing for one wom- 
an—two everyday froclts, one Sun 
day frock, one separate skirt, ^tw 
blouses, one coat or cape, one shawl, 
one dressing gown, three aprons, ono 
pair of gloves, ft half dozen handker- 
chiefs, four chemises, three night- 
gowns, three combinations or bloom- 
ers, three petticoats and four pairs of 
stockings.

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MOTHER BEATS GRANDMOTHER 


A Milwaukee newspaper editor re- 


cently published an editorial Jn .which 
he drew a comparison of the "old 
school mother" and 
the 
"modern 


mother" very much to the disparage- 
ment of the latter. Possibly he was 
unduly influenced by the sentiment 
associated with the 
observance of 


"Mother's Day," when he'said that 
"the old school mother reared her 
own children. 
She nursed them at 


her breast, taught them at her knee, 
heard their prayers at night, and 
tucked them to bed with her own 
hands. Times have changed. 


The "modern mother" on the other 


hand, he paints as a negligent mother 
vrho'se time is given over to suffrage, 
women's clubs, etc., while her baby is 
left to the ignorant ministrations of 
hired help and her own efforts are 
being guided too much by reading 
the pamphlets and newspaper articles 
on' "How to Raise a Baby." I main- 
tain that this is unfair to the modern 
mother. 
However far short the mod- 


ern mother may be in knowledge ol 
how to rear her children properly, 
she is "on the job" far better than 
her mother and her grandmother 
were. 
. 
.. 
The decrease in the death rate of 


infants has been enormous in late 
years, and this has been due almost 
entirely to the increased intelligence 
of modern motherhood. 
I shall not 


ask you to take my word concerning 
the improvement in conditions, but 
shall cite facts to support the con- 
tention. 
From aM parts of the country come 


reports of a reduced infant mortality. 
In the East New York's death rate 
per 1 000 births for children under 
one year of age, declined steadaly 
from 191.5 in 1901 to 94.G in 1914. 
On the western coast, Seattle brought 
her infant mortality rate down from 
118 in 1905 to 61 in 1914. The num- 
ber of deaths from intestinal diseases 
showed greatest reduction. 
These 


are diseases which respond most 
readily to intelligent care and mod- 
ern feeding methods. 
Here in Wisconsin, infant deaths 


have been decreaesed from 119.7 per 
1 000 in 1909 to 81.9 in 1915. 
This 


Is in face of the fact that the increase 
in industrial population is normally 
against the interests of babies. 


The New York Milk 
Committee, 


found a decline of infant mortality -n 
the ten cities in which it studied con- 
ditions, and concludes that "this re- 
duction was not due to chance, but 
bears a close relation to the activity 
of the campaign for the reduction of 
infant mortality." 
That campaign 


has been centered largely on better 
instruction of parents. 


All honor to our 
mothers 
ana 


grandmothers who did their best for 
tbeir children. But let us not. be un- 
fair to the mothers of our children 
who are essentially better mothers 
than the world has ever known be- 
fore. 


CAUSES OP BAD SPEECH 


STUDIED BY TEACHERS 


Causes of speech defects in. child- 


ren, such as stammering, stuttering, 
lisping and thick speech, and meth- 
ods of correcting such defects, will oe 
studied in special courses at tlie Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin summer session. 
The courses are especially adapted 
for teachers in kindergartens, graded, 
schools, and those who wish to spec- 
ialize in the speech corrective work. 


Organic conditions such as ade- 


noids, mal occlusion of teeth, rickets, 
and abnormalities of the internal se- 
cretions that cause thickening of the 
tongue are frequently the cause or 
speech defects. 
A lack of brain de- 


velopment, 
which 
causes 
feeble- 


mindedness, also causes thick, slov- 
enly, slurring speech. Often the same 
lack of emotional deve-lopment that 
causes stuttering may give rise to 
lack of attention, incorriglbility, tru- 
ancy, and even stealing. 


A clinic in connection 
with, 
the 


courses will, enable the class to secure 
practical 
experience in diagnosing 


and treating speech disorders and 
related neurotic traits.

a clinic at Mendota state hospital.

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"" BLANCHING CfcLERY. "" 


Early Variety Can Be Blanched and 


Used In August. 


The early celery can be blanched and 


used in August, and tlie blanching can 
be continued from that time until 
freezing weather, says a conlributor to 
the Country Gentleman. 
Celery will 


stand several degrees of frost without 
injury. 
There are several methods of blanch- 


ing celery and much depends on the 
amount as to the best method for you. 
If you have enough of it to pay you 
the* easiest method is to use boards a 
foot wide. 
Take boards of a con- 


venient length and place one on each 
Bide of the row with the edge as near 
the base of the stalks as possible. Now 
raise the outer edges nnd draw them 
together as closely as possible without 
crushing the leaves or entirely closing 
If the plants are short. Tbey sbo-.i'd 
be tall enough to extend some nbuve 
the boards if the growth has been at 
all good. Tack a couple of pieces of 
lath across the tops of the boards. It 
will take probably ten days for tho 
celery to blanch, somewhat depending 
on the weather and the rapidity of its 
growth. 


If you bave but a few stalks of 


celery, or if the plants are scattered 
you can wrap each separate stalk in 
paper. This gives a perfect blanch if 
the work is done well. 
Any kind of 


paper will do, but a stiff brown paper 
will be the easiest to manipulate and 
the least apt to be destroyed or col- 
lapsed by storms. Draw tlie leaves of 
the celery up tightly together and 
wrap with the paper. Leave the tips 
out, and do not bind so tight as to 
bruise or exclude air entirely. 


Celery should be used soon after be- 


ing blanched, for it is apt to become 
dry and pithy if left too long. This 
applies to early celery in the Held. 
I 


have never had any trouble with late 
celery either in the field or when taken 
into the cellar and healed in for the 
winter. I think it will keep all right 
if it is dormant, as it becomes when 
cold weather arrives.

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Soil Improvement. 


In an experiment -where no farm ma- 


nure was used the average yearly re- 
turn from the land Itself was $3.73 per 
acre while §7 was the return from a 
ton of limestone and $2.65 from 500 
pounds of phosphate. 


In order to reduce the labor Involved 


the limestone and phosphate are ac- 
tually applied In larger amounts at 
less frequent intervals, but thus far 
the rates of application have been one 
ton of limestone and 
tKX) pounds of 


phosphate per acre for each year, al- 
though, after the soil is sufficiently 
enriched, one-half or one-third these 
amounts will provide for maintenance. 


The principles of permanent improve- 


ment for most soil types are already 
well established: They Include the use 
of ground limestone for correcting soil 
activity and for enrichment in calcium; 
the utilization of atmospheric nitrogen 
by proper use of legume crops, the ap- 
plication of phosphorus to most soils 
and the liberation of potash from the 
inexhaustible supply already contained 
In all normal soils. On some soils dolo- 
mitic limestone should be used In order 
to provide both magnesium and cal- 
cium, and on certain abnormal soils, 
such as swamp muck and residual 
sand, potassium must also be applied. 


The location and character of the va- 


rious soil types are established by the 
surveys and analyses, and the soil ex- 
periment fields help to determine the 
best order of application of the mate- 
rials needed.—Dr. C. G. Hopkins, Illi- 
nois Station.

Tho use of soapsuds in treating

Tampons of surgical 


gauze .for cleansing the wounds are 
dipped in this soap water, which is 
used for irrigating the wound. The 
wound is then bandaged with gauze 
compresses which must be at least a

thick. 
These compresses are dipped 


In the soapy water, then rubbed with 
the soap until saturated, after which 
they are manipulated to produce a 
thick, white suds, and placed lightly 
over the wound, and covered with 
absorbent cotton held in place by tar-

Essentially, the bandage thus con- 


stituted is a sort of spongy tissue 
made of millions of tiny soap bubbles. 
It is renewed every two or three days 
and is said to have the great advan- 
tage of calming pain very markedly 
of not sticking to the tissues, and of 
not causing bleeding 
or 
suffering 


when removed. The healing Is rapid 
and the aspect of the scar good.

Much waste of sugar and spoilage 


of jellies can bo avoided by using a 
simple alcohol test recommended by 
the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United 


States Department of 
Agriculture. 


To determine how much sugar should 
be usod with each kind of juice put 
a spoonful of juice In a glass and add 
to It one* spoonful of 95 per cent 
grain alcohol, mixed by shaking tho 
glass gently. 
Pour slowly from the 


glass, noting how the pectin—tho 
substance in fruits which makes the 
jell—is precipitated, if the pectin is 
precipitated u» one lump a- cup ol 
sugar 'may 'be usod for each cup of 
juice; it' in several lumps tho propor- 
tion Oif sugar must bo reduced to ap- 
proximately three-fourths the amount 
of the juice. 
It" tho pectin is not Ju 


lumps, but is merely precipitated, 
the sugar should be one-half or. loss 
of the amount of the Juice. 
If the 


Juice shows no precipitation under 
this test, It is unsuitable for jelly 
making and must bo combined with 
apples or other juices rich in pectin. 


The housewife will do well before 


making the 'tost to taste tho juice us 
fruits not as acid as good tart apples 
probably will not make good Jelly 
unless mixed with other fruits which 
are acid.

On the other hand, the list shows 


that serving bread, potatoes and rice 
or hominy at the same meal Is un- 
necessary, and that from a nutritive 
standpoint, one, or even two of these 
articles may be left out, providing, that 
a reasonable quantity of whnt remains 
is served. 
Again, If a liberal supply 


of meat Is served, n custard made of 
milk and eggs Is quite unnecessary 
afterwards, no matter how good It may 
taste.

HYSICTANS and surgeons from the 
four corners of the1 globe have ex- 
perimented with cats, dogs and

monkeys to find a serum for ap- 
pendicitis.

This is the discovery of Dr. L, 


D. Rogers, formerly surgeon 
at 


Cook County hospital, Chicago, 20 years senior pro- 
fessor of surgery In the National Emergency hos- 
pital, and flrst president of the American Cancer 
Resenrch society. 


Technically this new treatment is known ns auto- 


hemlc therapy, which means treating your blood 
with your own blood. 
The process first became 


generally known Ias,t year, when Doctor Rogers 
read a paper before the Chlcugo Society o£ Med- 
Icnl Research. 
He reported to .the society the 


results of' his six years of observntlons treating 
patients with a serum made with their own blood 
ns a bnse. The doctor treated all classes of pn- 
tlents whose troubles were apparently due to 
faulty blood nnd- his results in general were de- 
clared to be remarkable. In the ten months that 
have elnpsed since the autohemlc treatment was 
made public the serum has become recognized as 
n discovery ns Important ns the achievement of 
Dr. AJexIs'Cnrrell, who was the first to trnnsplnnt 
humnn orgnns. 


Autohemlc therapy Is especially remarkable be- 


cause of Its simplicity.' 
Briefly, Doctor Rogers' 


treatment consists In taking five drops of blood, . ' 
or some multiple of five, from a vein and putting 
It into 19 times ns much sterilized, distilled water. 
After incubating It at fever heat for 24 hours, fur- 
ther dilutions are made according to the needs of 
the patient, which cnn be determined only by u 
physician skilled In its use. 
When ready ,for in- 


jecting, the serum Is colorless, odorless and tnste- 
less. 
Doctor Rogers is also authority for the 


statement that he has not been able to Qnd any 
physiological chemist sufficiently skilled to de- 
termine its contents. 


Twenty to thirty drops of the serum or solution 


thus prepared are Injected into a vein or under 
the skin. It may nlso be given by mouth, but not 
with as certain results. 


There seems to be no limit to the number of 


diseases and complaints for which this new treat- 
ment Is benencl.i1. It Is easier to enumerate those 
conditions for which It Is not applicable. Troubles 
mechanical, organic, or of acute bacteriological 
origin, and'those clearly recognized as incurable, 
nre not expected to be benefited by It, although a • 
few of these nppear to yield. 


The solution has been termed tlie "Antllazy 


Serum" because It primarily has the energizing 
qualities that do away with nervous fatigue, while 
greatly Increasing physical nnd mental endurance. 


To illustrate: The fourth day after treatment 


„ woraamwalked ten miles nnd was not as tired as 
she had been previously after walking only half a 
mile.

rerested in the study of cancer. He gave a great 
deal of his time watching some of England's fa- 
mous physicians hard at work in the Imperial 
Cancer Research laboratory, the Middlesex Hos- 
pital Cnncer laboratory, nnd the laboratory pre- 
.slded'over by Sir A. E. Wright, who orlglnnted, 
the Idea of vaccination against typhoid. He vlsitea 
the Pasteur Institute In Paris, and there snw 
monkeys Inoculuted with the products of Infantile 
paralysis. Naturally he became greatly enthused 
over the possibilities of serjuro. treatment, and he 
came home with the determination to make an 
attempt to discover a .serum to cure cancer, dia- 
betes, goiter nnd pernicious anemia, the most dif- 
ficult chronic disense to fight. He hns been suc- 
cessful 
In treating some remarkable cases of 


goiter without resorting to an operation. Many 
cures of diabetes hnve been reported, and encour- 
aging results have been obtained .In pernicious 
anemia. 


Doctor Rogers' treatment of the blood seems to 


bring out remarkable energizing qualities. Just as 
the latent energy residing in water may be con- 
verted by application of heat Into an expansive 
vapor, stonm, having a force capnbfe of driving 
grent engines and draw long, heavy freight trains, 
and just as the latest energy residing In gasoline 
may be transformed by Infinitesimal sparks Into

attending medical conventions in Kansas City, St.

Doctor Rogers demonstrated and explained his 
method. Others'hnve become competent in using 
the method by visiting Doctor'Rogers and taking 
a personal course of. instruction under him., Some 
Idea us to how this method is being received by 
the profession may be inferred from the fact that 
within''two minutes after completing his demon- 
stration before the annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Association of Progressive Medicine at Kan- 
sas City, Doctor Rogers was unanimously elected 
president of that society.

New York physlcinn said: "We all have known 
the therapeutic value of blood nftcr developing 
certain antitoxins.

"With all this knowledge, does it not seem 


strange thnt only now in the year 1916 the curative 
value of our own blood for our own blood for our 
own ills hns just been discovered, or. speaking 
more accurately, been brought to our attention? 
Many of us nre no doubt like n certain great 
scientist who, when this new discovery, autohemic 
therapy, wns brought to his attention, said: 'This 
Is absolutely scientific. For n long time I have 
known the 'facts upon which it Is bn.=ed, but I 
never thought of their practical npplicntion.'

One of the great American adventurers died re- 


cently. He was Col. Charles Challle-Long, and his 
death received the same scant notice that had been 
awarded so innny of his nchievements during his 
lifetime. Soldier, author, diplomatist and explorer, 
he lived his seventy-five years ns thoroughly as 
any man of his time. He knew four continents 
and he solved a riddle that had puzzled mankind 
for many years—the source of the Nile river. 


As a youth, Chnille-Long fought with distinction 


in the Civil-war,, says the Kansas City Times. He 
entered as a private and came out a lieutenant 
colonel. Then he figured In a chapter of our-his- 
tory thnt is little known to the present generation 
—our military mission to Egypt. Khedive. Ismail 
wanted to reorganize his army and he wanted the 
work* done by men who would be free from the 
petty interests and Intrigues of the various Euro- 
pean countries, nil of which were Interested In 
northern Africa. The khedlve obtained the co-op- 
eration of General Sherman, and In 1S69 ten Amer- 
ican officers—half of them Federals and half for- 
mer Confederate commanders—were sent to Egypt, 
Chaille-Long was one of the party, and be became 
the widest known for his work In Africa. 
Some 


of the others of the party were Genernls Lorlng, 
Libby nnd Stone, and Majors Morgan and Kennon. 


Found Lake Ibrahim. 


Chaille-Long came under the influence of the 


famotis "Chinese" Gordon, then campaigning in the 
Sudan. He and Gordon designed the fortifications 
of Tel-el-Keblr for the defense of Cairo, and Gor- 
don induced the American -ft explore the upper 
Nile. In two shallops'constructed of tough bark 
Challle-Long and two companions, continued along 
the river until they found Lake Ibrahim, now 
known nt Lake Chogn. They found the bosom of 
the lake radiant with the great lotus, whose leaves 
are strong enough to support the body of n child. 
The party discovered that the. river issuing from 
the 'Victoria 'Nynnza is the Nile, thus settling a 
Question that long had troubled geographers. 


On this trip Challle-Long and his two compan- 


ions, both Egyptian officers, were attacked by a 
force of several hundred natives. . The explorers 
carried sheet-iron:travellng cases, and barricaded

Chaille-Long led several expeditions into Africa 


conquering the Niam-Niaui country nnd adding It 
to Egypt, and exploring a long stretch of the East 
coast of Africa that hitherto had been unknown 
to civilization. 


Called Back to Egypt. 


His health failing under the incessant hardship 


to which he had been subjected, Challle-Long came 
back to tills country in 1877 and studied law. He 
became an authority on international law, after 
ward teaching for a time In Paris. But at the time 
of the Sudanese uprising in 1SS1 he was besought 
by the American government to go back to Egypt 
and take charge of the consulate at Alexandria, 
from which all the other Americans had fled. He 
saved hundreds- of lives during those troublous 
times, the consulnte being made a refuge for nil 
nationalities. 


In 1SS7 Cleveland appointed Chaille-Long con- 


sul general and secretary of the legation In Corea. 
The man's restless energy again manifested itself 
In exploration and he wade an overlnud trip to 
Seoul, discovering on the way the source of the 
Han river.' Egypt called him again in 1S90 and he 
spent eight years there, writing nnd exploring. 


The honors that had been tardy In their coming 


began to be showered upon him then. Great Brit- 
ain finally recognized his share in tlie uncovering 
of the secrets of the Nile and gave him equal rank 
with Speke and Baker. The American Geograph- 
ical society gave him a gold medal, and lie was 
made secretary for the Universal Postal congress 
at Washington and later secretary to the United 
States commission at tlie Paris exposition, 1900. 


Ghaille-Long wrote a number of books dealing 


with the lands he had explored. They nre standard 


. works upon the little-known regions of the world, 


but they brought him little revenue. Though .half 
'a dozen nations honored him with medals and ti- 
tles, he died a comparatively poor man. His only 
reward of any consequence was the tribute paid 
him by "Chinese" Gordon, another of tlie great ad- 
venturers: "This man deserves to rauk with the 
worTd's chief discoverers."

CAUSES OF BAD SPEECH 


STUDIED BY TEACHERS 


Causes of speech defects in child- 


ron, such us stammering, stuttering, 
lisping and thick speech, and meth- 
ods oil' correcting such defects, will be 
studied in special courses at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin summer session. 
Tho courses are especially adapted 
Cor teachers In kindergartens, graded 
schools, and those who wish to spoc- 
iiilize in (he speech corrective work. 


Organic conditions such as 
ade- 


noids, mal occlusion of teeth, rickets, 
and abnormalities of the Internal se- 
cretions that cause thickening of the 
tongue aro frequently tho cause of 
speech defects.

causes 
feeble- 


mindedness, also causes thick, slov- 
only, blurring speech. Often the same 
lack of emotional development that 
cause* stuttering may give rise to 
lack of attention, incorrlgibility, tru- 
ancy, and oven stealing.

experience In diagnosing 


and treating speech disorders and 
rotated neurotic traits.

There are several methods of bliinch- 


Ing celery and inui-li duponds on the 
amount as to the bi-t-t inctliod for you. 
If you have onoii«h of It to pay you 
tho easiest method Is to n.so boards n 
foot wide. 
Tnkc boards of u con- 


venient leuRth and place <mo on each 
Bide of the row with tliu cdK<' :i» "ear 
tlio base of the stuili.s as possible. Now 
raise the outer edfies and draw them 
together as closely us possible without 
crushing the le.ives or entirely i-loslni.' 
If the plants are hliorU 
They slnv M 


be tall enough to extend sunie iihuvo 
Uio boards If (lie growth has bec-n at 
all Rood. Tad; n couple <>f ploecs of 
lath across the tops of the boards. It 
will take probably ten days for tho 
celery to blnnch, somewhat depending 
on the weather and the rapidity of its 
growth. 


If you Imvo but a few stalks of 


celery, or If the plants are scattered 
you enn wrap each separate stalk In 
paper. This gives a perfect blanch if 
the work Is done well. 
Any kind of 


paper will do, but a stiff brown paper 
will be the easiest to manipulate and 
the least apt to be destroyed or ool- 
lupsed by storms. Draw the leaves of 
the celery up tightly together and 
wrap with the paper. 
Leave (he tips 


out, and do not bind so light us to 
bruise or exclude »!r entirely. 


Celery should be used soon after be- 


ing blanched, for it Is npt to become 
dry and pithy If left too long. This 
applies to early celery In the Held. 
I 


have never had any trouble with late 
celery cither in tho field or when taken 
Into tho cellar and healed In for tho 
winter. I think it will keep all right 
If it Is dormant, us It becomes when 
cold weather arrives. 


Soil Improvement. 


In an experiment wlicro no farm ma- 


nure was used tho average yearly re- 
turn from the land Itself was $3.75 per 
acre, while $7 was tho return from a 
tou of llmcstouo and &U55 from 500 
pounds of phosphate. 


In order to reduce the labor Involved 


the limestone and phosphate aro ac- 
tually applied In. larger amounts at 
less frequent Intervals, but thus far 
tho rates o£ npp'.lcntlou Imvo been 0110 
ton of limestone and 1100 pounds of 
phosphate per acre for each year, al- 
though, after tho soil Is sulllclently 
enriched, oue-hulf or one-third these 
amounts will provide for maintenance. 


The principles of permunent Improve- 


ment for most soil types are already 
well established: They Include the use 
of ground limestone for correcting soil 
activity imd for enrichment In calcium; 
tho utilization of atmospheric nitrogen 
by proper use of legume crops, the ap- 
plication of phosphorus to most soils 
and the liberation of potash from the 
inexhaustible supply already contained 
In nil normal soils. On some soils Colo- 
mitie limestone should be used In order 
to provide both magnesium and cal- 
cium, and on certain abnormal soils, 
such, as swamp muclc and residual 
sand, potassium must also be applied. 


Tlie location and character of the va- 


rious soil types are established by tho 
surveys und analyses, and the bull ex- 
periment Holds help to detonnlno the 
best order of application of the male- 
rials needed.—Ur. 0. G. Hopkins, Illi- 
nois Station.

Personal Reminiscences of Morrison, 


Slbert, 
Morton, 
Shanks, 
Sturjjle, 


Bundy 
and 
Hale—Their 
Careers 


Will Be Watched With Interest. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Who's to be who .in 


the army? 


Somewhere in tho list of officers 


who were designated, by tho president 
for promotion-recently probably is'the 
name of an American Halg, Joffre, 
Petain or Nlvelle. 


There seems to have been some mis- 


understanding about these promotions. 
It has been made to appear that the 
officers advanced are to take command 
In the new army. They are all. officers 
of regulars and, so far as the major 
generals and the brigadier generals 
arc concerned, they almost unquestion- 
ably will be in command of divisions 
and brigades of regular forces In tho 
fields of France—and that soon. 


The American people will watch the 


careers of these general olllcers of 
their army. There probably will be a 
personal interest in them that was 
shown by the people of Great Britain 
In their general officers during the 
first year of the hostilities in France. 
Tho British knew that commanders 
were to be made and unmade by the 
force of battle events. 


Your correspondent knows personal- 


ly many of these newly made major 
generals and brigadier generals. With 
some of them he has a close personal 
friendship dating back to Went Point 
days. Several of the men soon to seo 
service in France were classmates oi 
mine and a majority of those named 
were students at the academy during 
the time of my cadetshlp. 


New Generals Have Fine Records. 
There Is perhaps not one of th.e new- 


ly appointed general officers whose 
army record does not give Justification 
for 'his advancement. 
Opinions on 


this, of course, will differ in the army, 
but in the main the list Is one which 
shows more careful selection and an 
avoidance of that army devil, favorit- 
ism. 


It Is as boys that I remember fully 


one-half of the newly promoted. With 
other« [ have kept up close personal 
relations whenever the wanderings of 
their army career would allow close 
association., "As tho boy, the man." 


The three now major generals of th.e 


army, John F. Morrison, William L. 
Slbert and Charles G. Morton, all were 
at the academy together, although no 
two of them graduated In the same 
year. Morrison was an '81 man, Mor- 
ton an 'S3 man and Slbert on '84 man. 
Let us take them in the order of rank. 


John F. Morrison was known at the 


academy a.s "Babe," not because he 
was babyish, but because he was small 
of stature, a characteristic of physique 
which has not changed with the years 
except a little laterally. 


"Babe" Morrison's Close Call, 


I do not know Morrison well, for he 


was nn upper classman when I was a 
plebc, but I remember ono Incident 
In his'cadet career which filled me with 
admiration for his pluck, and wh.lch 
came near ending his career as a sol- 
dier before he could so much as dream 
of being a major general with prospec- 
tive service" against the Germans In 
France. 


In the riding hall one day a vicious 


horse aimed a two-ton kick at "Babe" 
Morrison, who received it in the pit of- 
the stomach. Luckily for him, the 
force of the kick when he received it 
was like that of a spent bullet, for the 
receiver was Just an inch beyond tho 
extreme limit of the kicking endeavor. 


As it was, "Babe" Morrison fell 


over and every cadet present thought 
he was dead. He came to -in a minute, 
declined a trip to the hospital, mount- 
ed the kicker and'went through tbo 
strenuous drill with nothing more than 
a pain In his stomach to remind him 
of salvation from death simply be- 
cause the enemy did not quite have the 
range. 


"Goliath" Slbert a Sticker. 


MaJ. Gen. William L. Slbert was. a 


classmate of mlno at the Military 
academy, and for years ho has"beeu 
one of my closest personal friends. 
Slbert, because of his size, was known 
ns "Goliath." So soon, side by side on 
the battle front of France, will appear 
two American major generals who re- 
ceived their cadet nicknames for dia- 
metrically opposite physical reasons. 


Slbert's' roommate at the-academy 


for two years at least was David Du 
Bose, Gnlllard, who dug tho GaUlard. 
cut at Panama and died a martyr to 
his work lust as he had completed the 
great task. Tho fact1 that ^alllard's 
first name was David tickled'the. fancy 
of the cadets Immensely baccuse his 
roommate was Goliath. No nickname 
ever was given Galliard, tho cadets 
sticking to "David" solely because of 
the fact that his room mate was a 
namesake of the Philistine giant. 


As a cadet Slbert stuck to a job un- 


til he finished It, and It made little dif- 
ference what it was. 
HQ was perti- 


nacity in person and^he was one. of 
the 'most brilliant students tho acad- 
emy ever had known. One of tho rea- 
sons probably why Slbert was_pro- 
moted over the heads of other officers 
was tho knowledge of tho officials of 
the war department that he hud been 
insistent from the beginning of his 
career In putting Into Instant operation 
the things that he had learned.

emy—David C. Shanks and Samuel D. 
Sturgls. Shanks Is a Virginian. He 
Is an upstandlpg mountaineer. I can 
s»e his face and his tow head today as. 
they appeared on the,day of his report- 
Ing at HIP Military' academy In the 
year1 1880. Shanks.Is.one.of the army's 
favorites. He was popular as a cadet 
and there Is every evidence of his pop- 
ularity In tho army. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel D. Sturgls Is. a 


son of General Sturgls of Civil, war- 
fame, who, after the war, commanded 
the Seventh cavalry. One of- Samuel 
Sturgls1 brothers was killed under Ous- 
ter, In July, 1870, In the light with the 
Sioux. 
Sturgls is an artilleryman, 


young-looking and a man-of. extraor- 
dinary vigor. 


Bundy and Hale. 


Omar .Bundy of the class of '88. 


'who has just been made a brigadier 
general, distinguished himself in the 
Philippines, particularly In the fight-at 
the Crater. Bundy is "far from tall," 
being of a stocky and yet wiry con- 
struction. If the cadets In his day had 
been as familiar as they should'have

all good. Tack a couple of pieces of 
lath across the tops of tho boards. It 
will take probnMy ton days for the 
celery to blanch, somewhat depending 
on the weather and the rapidity of its 
growth. 


If you have but a few stalks of 


celery, or if the plants are scattered 
you can wrap each separate stalk In 
paper. This gives a perfect blanch If 
the work is done well. 
Any kind of 


paper will do. but a stiff brown paper 
will be the easiest to manipulate and 
tbe least apt to be destroyed or col- 
lapsed by storms. Draw the leaves of 
the celery up tightly together and 
wrap with the paper. 
Leave the tips 


out. and do not bind so tight as to 
bruise or exclude air entirely. 


Celery should be used soon after be- 


ing blanched, for it is apt to become 
dry and pithy If left too long.

have never had any trouble with late 
celery either In the field or when taken 
Into the cellar and healed in for the 
winter.

Soil Improvement. 


In an experiment -where no farm ma- 


nure was used the average yearly re- 
turn from the land itself was ?3.7j per 
acre while $7 was the return from a 
ton of limestone and $2.65 from 500 
pounds of phosphate. 


In order to reduce the labor involved 


the limestone arid phosphate are ac- 
tually applied In larger amounts at 
less frequent intervals, but thus far 
tho rates of application have been one 
ton of limestone and 
bOO pounds of 


phosphate pel' acre for cacu >'ear- al~ 
though, after the soil is sufficiently 
enriched, oue-half or one-third these 
amounts will provide for maintenance. 


The principles of permanent improve- 


ment for most soil types are already 
well established: They include the use 
of ground limestone for correcting soil 
activity and for enrichment in calcium; 
the utilization of atmospheric nitrogen 
by proper use of legume crops, the ap- 
plication of phosphorus to most soils 
and the liberation of potash from the 
Inexhaustible supply already contained 
In all normal soils. On some soils dolo- 
mitic limestone should be used in order 
to provide both magnesium and cal- 
abnormal soils,

INFORMATION TO 'HUNTERS

deer hunting tag. the fee for which.Is 
lOc. When a hunter, buys.his, license 
.ask him if he desires 'a. deer tag and 
if so -you must fill'out the tag in ink 
and insert the number.of.'-.his license 
on the tag. Never issue a duplicate 
tag. 
If a hunter asks you. Tor .a du- 


plicate tag -advise him that ho must 
secure it from this office the same as 
a duplicate license. .. . • 


Hunting liqense cannot be sold to 


any person who has not reached the 
age of 15 years. This does not mean 
14 years and 11 months.. So many 
clerks ask if a boy who will be 15 
years old in six weeks cannot buy a 
license. 
The tow says 15 years, our 


answer must be NO,, and every coun- 
ty clerk when he is asked that ques- 
tion shfluld simply point to the law 
and say that a county clerk nor no 
one else, may change the law. The 
boy must wait until his 15th birth- 
day.

Applications for Hunting License 
This is important. Sub-section (2) 


of section 29:00 of the new laws 
particularly' provide' that an .applica- 
tion in the form of tun affidavit must 
be executed and flle'd with you cover- 
ing every license you sell.* 


This year the taking of application 


blanks will be doubly important, f-or 
the following reason—licenses can be 
sold to a citizen of the United States 
only. This means that .an alien must 
have lived in the United States for at 
least 5 y^ars. The old law permitted 
the sale of licenses to aliens who ha4 
their first papers.

Wisconsin is a name of Indian ori- 


gin, 
to which white men have at dit- 


terent times given various render- 
ings. 13y the French It was commonly 
spelled "Oulsconsin," the French ou 
being the equivalent at the English 
w. 
Not until tlie information of our 


state constitution was the present 
spelling of the name finally definitely 
settled. 
Governor James D. Doty, 


who was long a leading citizen ot 
early Wisconsin, made a valiant el- 
fort to have the state name spelled 
"Wlskoiisaii."

years Hie name of tho territory had 
been spelled according to the modern 
usage, when Doty became governor 
In 18-11, bis ofllcial influence sulliceil 


to secure the adoption In .legal and

IJoty was chairman of tho committee 
on the name anil boundaries of tlie 
state. 
It chanced that in the act of con-

Acting, probably, on tho 


principle that half a loaf is better 
than none, Doty, us chairman ot the 
committee on the state name and

"Wlsconsan" in the enabling act tho 
committee had not "deemed in neces- 
sary 
to investigate the 
subject."

Tho use of soapsuds In trebling 


wounds Is the latest Innovation due 
to the war. 
Tho method wus tried 


by two surgeons of the allies and 
proved so successful that It Is com- 
ing Into general use. 
The Society ol 


Surgeons In Parts recently took up 
the proposition and obtained a full 
report upon its workings. 
Here is 


tho official description of this novel 
treatment: 


From 20 to 40 per cent of white 


soap Is dissolved

which has been sterilized by boiling 
or distilling. 
Tampons of surgical 


gau/.o .for cleansing the wounds are 
dipped In this soap water, which is 
used for Irrigating tho wound. The 
wound Is then bandaged with gauze 
compresses which must l>e at least a 
centimeter 
(about 
half 
an 
inch) 


thick. These compresses are dipped 
in the soapy water, then rubbed with 
the soap until saturated, after which 
they are manipulated to produce a 
thick, white suds, and placed lightly 
over the wound, and covered with 
absorbent cotton held in place by tar- 
latan. 
Essentially, tho bandage thus con- 


stituted Is a sort of spongy tissue 
made of millions of tiny soap bubbles. 
It Is renewed every two or three days 
and Is said to have the great advan- 
tage of calming pain very markedly, 
of not sticking to the tissues, and of 
not causing bleeding 
or 
suffering 


when removed. Tho healing Is rapid 
and the aspect of the scar good.

SUDS TO TKKAT WOUNDS 


The use of soapsuds in treating 


wounds is the latest innovation due 
to the war. 
The method was tried 


by two surgeons of the allies and 
proved so successful that it is com- 
ing into general use. 
The Society ol 


Surgeons in Paris recently took up 
the proposition and obtained a full 
report upon its workings. 
Here is 


the official description of this novel 
treatment: 
From 20 to 40 per cent of white 


soap is dissolved in 
warm 
water 


which has been sterilized by boiling 
or distilling. 
Tampons of surgical 


gauze .for cleansing the wounds are 
dipped in this soap water, which is 
used for irrigating the wound. 
me 


wound is then bandaged with gauze 
compresses which must be at least a 
centimeter 
(about 
half 
an 
inch) 


thick. 
These compresses are dipped 


in the soapy water, then rubbed with 
the soap until saturated, after which 
they are manipulated to Police a 
thick, white suds, and placed lightlj 
over the wound, and covered with 
absorbent cotton held in place by tar- 


Essentially, the bandage thus con- 


stituted is a sort of spongy tissue 
made of millions of tiny soap bubbles.

To determine how much sugar should 
be used with each kind of juice put 
a spoonful or' juice in a glass and adu 
to it one" spoonful of 95 per cent 
grain alcohol, mixed by shaking the 
glass gently.

If the pectin is not in 


lumps, but is merely precipitated, 
the sugar should be one-half or less 
of the amount of the juice. 
If the 


juice shows no precipitation under 
this test, it is unsuitable for jelly 
making and must be combined with 
apples or other juices rich, in pectin. 


The, housewife will do well before 


making the test to taste the juice as 
fruits not as acid as good tart apples 
probably will not make good jelly 
unless mixed with other fruits which 
ure acid.

This Is the discovery of Dr. I/. 


1). Rogers, formerly surgeon 
at 


Cook County hospital, Chicago, 20 years senior pro- 
fessor of surgery In the National Emergency hos- 
pital, and Ural president of tho American Cancer 
Research society. 


Technically this new treatment. Is known usairto- 


hemlc therapy, which moans treating jour blood 
with your own blood. The process first became 
generally known last year, when Doctor Rogers 
read a paper before the Chicago Society of Med- 
ical Research. 
lie repoited to the society the 


results of' his six jours of observations treating 
patients with n sorum nuule with their own blood 
ns n base. Tho doctor treated all classes of pa- 
tients whose troubles wore apparently due to 
faulty blood and his results In general were de- 
clared to be remarkable. In the ten months that 
have elapsed since the autohomlc treatment, was 
made public tho sorum has become recognised a« 
a discovery as Important as the achievement of 
Dr. Alexis Carrell, who was the first to transplant 
human organs.

After Incubating It at fever beat for 2t hours, fur- 
ther dilutions are mnrte according to the needs of 
the pnllent, which can be determined only by « 
physician skilled In Its use. When ready for In- 
jecting, tho Hormn Is colorless, odorless and taste- 
less. 
Doctor Rogers Is also authority for the 


statement (but he has not been able to find any 
physiological chemist sufficiently 
skilled to de- 


termine Its contents 


Twenty to thirty drops of the sorum or solution 


thus prcpaiod are Injected Into n vein or under 
the skin. It may also be given by month, but not 
with as certain results. 


There seems to lie no limit to the number of 


discuses und complaints for which this new treat- 
ment Is beneficial 
It Is easier to enumerate those 


conditions for which It Is not applicable. Troubles 
mechanical,, organic, or of acute bacteriological 
origin, and those clearly recognized as Incurable, 
are not expected to be benefited by It, although a 
few of these appear to yield. 


The solution has been termed the "Antllazv 


Serum" because It primarily hns the energizing 
qualities that do away with nervous fatigue, while 
grentlv Increasing physical and mental endurance.

One of the great American adventurers died re- 


oentlj. lie was, Col. Charles Challle-Long, and his 
death received the same scant notice that had been 
awarded so many of. his achievements during his 
lifetime. Soldier, author, diplomatist and explorer, 
ho lived his seventy-five years ns thoroughly ns 
any man of his time. He knew four continents 
arid lie solved a riddle that had puzzled mankind 
for many years—tho source of the Nile river. 


As a youth, Chnllle-Long fought with distinction 


In tbe Civil war, says the Kansas City Times. He 
entered ns a private nnd came out a lieutenant 
colonel. Then he figured in a chapter of our his- 
tory that Is little known to the present generation 
—our military mission to Egypt. Khedive Ismull 
wanted to reorganize his army and he wanted the 
work'done by men who would be free from the 
petty Interests and intrigues of. the various Euro- 
pean countries, nil oJ which were Interested In 
northern Africa. Tho kbedlve obtained tho co-op- 
eration of General Sherman, nnd In 1800 ten Amer- 
ican ameers—half of them Federals and half for- 
mer Confederate commanders—were sent to Kgypt. 
Challle-Long was one of tho party, and be became 
the widest known for his work In Africa. 
Some 


of the others of the party were Generals Lorlnu, 
Llbby and Stone, and Majors Morgan and Kennon. 


Found Lake Ibrahim. 


Chaille-Long cnmo under the Influence of the 


famous "Chinese" Gordon, then campaigning In the 
Sudan. He and Gordon designed the fortifications 
of Tel-el-Keblr for the defense of Cairo, and Gor- 
don Induced Uie American :o explore Ihe upper 
Nile. In two shallops constructed of tough bark 
Chaillc-I.ong and two companions, continued along 
the river until they found Lake Ibrahim, now 
known at Lake Chogn. They found tho bosom of. 
the lake radiant with the great lotus, whose leaves 
arc strong enough to support the body of a child. 
Tho party discovered that the river Issuing from 
the Victoria Nyanza is the Nile, thus settling » 
Question that long hud troubled geographers. 


On this trip Challle-Long and his two compan- 


ions, both Egyptian ofllcers, were attacked by a 
force of several hundred natives. The explorers 
carried sheet-Iron traveling cases, and barricaded

Called Back to Egypt. 


His health fulling under the Incessant hardships 


to which he had been subjected, Chnllle-Long came 
buck to this country In 1877 and .studied law. He 
became an authority on International law, after- 
ward teaching for a time In I'aris. But at tbe lime 
of the Sudanese uprising in 1881 he was bosojRht 
by the American government to go buck to Egypt 
und take charge of the consulate nt Alexandria, 
from which all the other Americans had fled. He 
saved hundreds of lives during those troublous 
times, the consulate being made a refuge for all 
nationalities. 


In 1,387 Cleveland appoinled Cballle-Long con- 


sul general and secretary of the legation In Corea. 
The man's restless energy again manifested itself 
In exploration and he made an overland trip to 
Seoul, discovering on tbe way the source of the 
Han river. Egypt culled him again In 1800 and he 
spent eight years there, writing and exploring. 


The honors that had been tardy In their coming 


began to be showered upon him then, Orinit Brit- 
ain ilnally recognized his share In the uncovering 
of the secrets of tho Nile and gave him equal rank 
with Spoke and Baker, The American Geograph- 
ical society gave him a gold medal, and be was 
made secretary for the Universal Postal congress 
at Washington and later not-rotary to the United 
Slates commission at the Paris exposition, 1000. 


Challle-Long wrote 11 number of books dealing 


with tho lands he hud explored. They arc standard 
works upon the little-known regions of tbe world, 
but they brought him little revenue. Though half, 
a do7.cn nations honored him will) medals and ti- 
tles, be died a comparatively poor man. Ills only 
reward of any consequence was tho tribute paid 
him by "Chinese" Gordon, another of the great ad- 
venturers: "This man deserves to rank with Uie 
world's chief discoverers,'

as a base. The doctor treated all classes of pa- 
tients whose troubles were apparently due to 
faultv blood and his results in general were de- 
clared to be remarkable.
